It will be remembered that the town 
solicitor informed the council that a grant 
of money to the Dominion day sports by the 
council weuld be illegal, and a resolution 
was passed in accordance with that opinion.

ANOTHER EX-CONSERVATIVE 
SPEAKS. 


No one can deny the statmenis made 
by Mr. G. B.Ryan, a Jeading mer- 
chant of Guelph, Ont., who has hither- 
to been a staunch conservative, but 
who has declared himself in favor of 
the liberal policy. This is whet he 
had to saysin the course of a political 
address recently delivered by him at 
Rockwood : 


Promises of tariff reduction, made at 
last election, which kad never been 
fulfilled, were the reasons of his not 
voting reform last time. (Hear, hear.) 
He had been to all the important cen- 
tres of commerce and knew what he 
was talking about. If the people of the 
country knew the extent to which 
they were taxed he was sure. there 
would be a rebellion in avery short 
time. When protection first came 
about it was to be temporary. It was 
to be kept up to give struggling indus- 
tries a chance te build up; 2$ per 
cent. was to be removed from the duty 
on each article every two or three 
years. What was the result? Why, 
instead of ilecreasing the tariff, manu- 
facturers had gone again. and again 
to members of parliament and had the 
duties increased to suit their own 
pockets- Every article made in Can- 
ada or imported was taxed. Increas- 
ing manufactories made a home mar- 
ket, the conservatives claimed, but 
what of the 30 to 40 per cent., which 
they were called upon to pay for their 
goods to keep these industries alive. 
He clearly showed how in the matter 
of gloves the duty had risen from 
17} per cent. to 25 per cent., and 
still further increases had raised the 
duty to 35 per cent., which, with the 
profit of the retailer, amounted to 40 
percent. This duty was imposed to 
keep up some factories which were go- 
ing under the revenue ‘ariff. It was 
the same in carpets. They were pay- 
ing anenormous duty to keep up the 
carpet industry of the country. Did 
it pay? He ‘would say there were 
a million homes in Canada and in 
each of these $5 worth of earpets was 
used each year. He believed this to be 
a low estimate. This meant an annual 
expenditure of $5,000,000 for carpets. 
On this was paid either in duty or to 
the manufacturer two and_ one-haif 
millions of dollars. Did it pay to be 
taxed like that for the benefit of a few 
carpet manufacturers in Canada em- 
ploying a smal! number of workmen? 
He showed how he had bought car- 
pets in the States at 573c¢. a yard and 
had to pay aduty on 874c to the gov- 
ernment, as they claimed the carpets 
were worth 30c more a yard than he 
paid for them. Well, like every im- 
porter, he had to tack on his profit in 
selling the goods. Who paid it? The 
customers, to be sure. If they bought 
their goods in Canada the tax went 
to the manufacturer, and if outside, 
the government got it. Mr. Ryan also 
instanced the duty in prints—a direct 
tax on the poorer class) Women who 
worked hard for a few shillings saved 
up enough perbaps to buy a print 
dress, the only thing the could af- 
ford. . Out of every $1.37 they paid for 
prints the merchants took $1 for the 
goods and 37c went to the govern- 
ment. Every merchant was simply a 
tax collector for the government. Mr. 
Ryan also read over a list of cheques 
ranying from $200 to $900, which he 
had first paid and then collected, every 
cent, along with his own _ profits, 
from the people. Did they know how 
much they were taxed? If the govern- 
ment put a man in his store to col- 
lect their share and he took only what 
the goods could ‘be laid down in 
Guelph for without tax, there would 
be a rebellion pretty soon. But the 
people were kept in ignorance that 
they were paying from 30 tv 50 per 
cent, taxes on all gocds they pur- 
chased from the merchants. Paying 
four millions extra on cottons each 
year, they had paid nearly 64 millions 
since the N. P. started to keep the 
cotton factories going ; they had paid 
30 millions for the carpet menand 380 
millions in that time for the print fac- 
tory. Was there any wonder that 
there was poverty in Canada? 


—— 
CONSERVATIVE LOYALTY. 


We have been told much of Mr. Laurier’s 
Boston speech, which he deslares was in- 
correctly reported, but what of this from 
the late minister of the interior, a flight in- 
dulged in by him at the banquet given by 
the Sons of Ontario in Chicago recently.

* Proud as we are of our British cousins 
over the sea, we are prouder vet of our 
great kinsmen who have made this great 
Republic. . . . In our political divi- 
sions one party charges the other with look- 


ing over to this side of the line. As Scot- 
land is to London, so is Canada to the 
United States. There are 400,000 Scots in 
Londov, whether archbishop and trades- 
man. So it is natural for many ians 
to come over here to this land of liberty 
and ofa common English-speaking ances- 
try.” 

The Stratford E’erald-—Mr. Daly was born 
in that town—a good conservative organ.

language from oue who had been for four 
years .chief of the immigration department 
who was eupposed to te employing his best 
efforts to get Canadians to return from the 
United States.” What better could be ex- 
pected ?—Vancouver World. 

Whar renders the present gevernment so 
cbnoxious to patriotic Canadians is the 
hostility its leaders display to Great Britain 
and her trade policy. This persistent 
habit of looking to the United States for 
their policy instead of to England skews 
that so long as money is to be made British 
connections may go to the dogs. The mean 
feature of this spirit is constantly crop- 
ping up; it may be best illustrated by the 
following expressions of a minister of the 
crown, Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper : ‘What 
is the whole policy of the motherland to- 
day? Driven from the civilized markets of 
the world, steadily and every year finding 
their output to those markets decreasing, 
they spend millions on their navy and 
millions on their army to force their wares 
and their goods and their merchandise into 
the uncivilized markets of the world, to 
settle and control, driven there by the 
deadly effect upon them of the tremendous 
competition coming from the protectionist 
nations in_ the rest of the world.” The 
offensiveness of these anti-British sentiments 
is much increased by their ialsity.—Pro- 
vince.

TWO CONTRASTS. 


Not only does the United Kingdom, with 
its tariff for revenue policy, show year after 
year a large surplus as a sesult of the ad- 
ministration of its finances—that for the 
fiscal year recently closed having been $21,- 
000,000—but it has, during the past 39 
years reduced its national debt by $950,- 
000,000, of which it paid off no less than 
$500,000,000 during the past 13 years. 
These facts are the more remarkable when 
account is taken of the enormous expendi- 
ture which the guardianship of the Erdpire 
and its multifold interests olk over the 
habitable globe renders necessary. What 
& sorry contrast the fiscal history en 

resents! On June 30, 1895, otf gross 
public Fdebt amounted to $318,048,754. 
From tkis amount, according to the public 
accounts, were to be deducted assets which 
total $64,973,827. And instead of reducing 
our high tariff policy, increasing it annually. 
Since the liberals went ont of office in 1879 
it has increased by $112,000,000. Since 1892 
it has been augmented by $16,266,000. Our 
net national debt at present is about $50 per 
head of the population ; in 1878, it was only 
$34. The population of Sweden is about the 
same as that of Canada. It has to support 
an army and a navy, and bear many other 
burdens from which Canada is exempt. Yet 
in 1850 its net national debt was but $13. 
73 per head. The Canadian net national 
debt is, in fact, higher per head of popula- 
tion than are those of Germay, Russia, the 
United States and Sweden. Coincidently 
with the augmentation of our national debt 
there has been a diminution of our popula-

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


Toronto Week: It is unfortunate for ths 
solid welfare and progress of Canada that 
such an issue has been permitted to exercise 
its disturbing influence on the minds of the 
people to the exclusion or obscuring of 
graver mational questions. It has in it the 
worst elements of national diseord and “ap- 
peals point-blank to the most pernicious 
kinds of prejudice, namely, religions and 
racial. All true lovers of Canada must re- 
gret this. The population of Canada is 
made up of a mixed people without as yet 
entire cohesion, and the spirit of the coun- 
try should be broad as the land itself. We 
claim to bea liberal-minded and progres- 
sive people, and are apt to look down upon 
the slow conservatism of the Mother Coun- 
try. At the present day England’s aim in 
the direction of popular education is exactly 
the reverse of the policy advocated by those 
who contest the propriety of the policy of 
conciliation but with a difference in method 
by both parties. It would seem that 
Great Britain, throngh three centuries of 
religious strife or discontent, has learnt a 
lesson by which Canada, at the outset of 
her national career, might profit. The 
British government, in its recent education- 
al reforms, aims at setting the public system 
on such a broad basis of tolerance and free- 
dom as to satisfy all religious bodies, and 
is so liberal in its views as to be just te 
minorities at the expense—it is thought by 
some—of the feelings of the majority. Snre- 
ly Canada is broad enough to allow its 
people the same measure of freedom which 
England grants to her teeming millions, 
and the Canadian constitution sound enough 
and respectel to cover the rights of 
minorities as by it guaranteed.

FUR TRADE NEWS. 


The Leipzig (Germany) correspondent of 
the New York fur trade review writes as 
follows on May 11: 

The easter fair was attended by a number 
of United States and Canadian buyers, and 
a/so a number of prominent Russian dealers, 
and later by buyers from Austria, Greece, 
England, France, ltaly, Switzerland and 
other countries. There was a middling good 
demand from nearly all, the result in general 
being quite satisfactory. The large supply 
of skunk could not be placed, but parcels 
were taken by German, Australian and 
Italian furriers; a good many were also 
taken by Russian dealers in consequence of 
the prices. American opossum was less in 
demand than in former years, the skunk 
imitation of this article having declined in 
favor. Red fox in proportion to the heavy 
supply did not sell well enough, but a con- 
siderable quantity was taken for Russia on 
account of the low values ; Turkey purehas- 
ed very carefully. Lynx was not wanted, 
but in consequence of the low prices Turkish 
buyers took a small portion of the offering ; 
lynx backs will be exported to America at 
reasonable prices. There has been a limited 
demand for otter of medium grades, and 
deer skins sold a little better, and pale 
southern skins for pluckiag sold pretty well. 
Fisher has been in good demand for Russia

remain in demand for northern countries. 
Mink has been taken in many instances for 
German and Russian consumption, but the 
general impression is that prices are too 
high; there “has been a fair demand for 
marten from German furriers ; silver fox 
and cross fox have done much better than 
last year: biue fox, which was neglected 
last year, has found a little more favor.

tion of a by-law to authorize the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton to subscribe for shares to the 
amount of $50,000 00 in the capital stock of the 
Edmonton District Railway ;

QUALIFICATION FOR VOTERS. 


Every male person is entitled to vote 
who is not an Indian, but is a British sub- 
ject, either by birth or by naturalization, of 
the full age of 21 years, and has resided in 
the Northwest Territories for at least one 
year immediately preceding the date of the 
writ of election, April 24th, 1896, and in 
ths district of Alberta at least three months 


immediately prior to the same date. It is 


not necessary to be a householdez or have 
any property qualification, but in order.to 
vote aman must’ have resided in the Ter- 
ritories from the 24th April, 1895, to the 
24th, Apri!, 1896, and in Alberta from the 
24th January, 1896, to the 24th April, 1896, 
No person can vote whose name is not on 
the list of voters prepared by the enumerat- 
or. The law has been changed, in this re- 
spect. since last election. An enumerator 
appointed by returning officer prepares a 
list of voters in each polling division and 
posts up two copies of such list in public 
places within the polling divison eight days 
before polling day (viz. June 15th.) Appli- 
cation may be made to the enumerator any 
time up to June 20th, by any credible per- 
son to have new names added or names 
struck off or corrections made in the descrip- 
tion of voters, and the enumerator, if satis- 
fied of the justice of the application shall 
make the required alterations. No one 
whether: properly qualified or not can vote 
if his name 1s not on the voters’ list as certi- 
fied by the enumerator on June 20th. 

Any British born subject who has been to 
the United States or any other foreign 
country and become naturalized there, must 
take out naturalization papers here before 
he will be entitled to vote.
